NO POLITICAL PASSION REVEAL­ 
ED AS THE MEMORABLE 
VOTE IS RECORDED 
(By Unit**! Presa) 
Paris. Nov. 18— With amazing ab­ 
sence 
of 
political 
passion, 
the 
French senate by raising Its banda 
today voted article 2 of the amneaty 
hill, which carries amrtVsty and re- 
storatIon of civil right* for Ex-Pre- 
mler Joseph Caillaux. 


O nly about half the senators were 
present and the galleries occupied 
only by a handful of newspaper men 
a* the final chapter of the famous 
case wa* written. 
Fully two-thirds of those present 
today were members of the senate 
which condemned Caillaux to ex'le 
for hts dealing* with the enemy. 
The French chamber 
previous*? 
had voted amnesty 
to 
the 
exited 
statesman, so that 
today's 
action 
wa* a foregone conclusion and many 
senators voted by proxy. 
After Anal approval by President 
Doumergue, Caillaux will be permit­ 
ted to return to Paris 
and 
other 
large cities and fortress town* from 
which he Is at present exiled. 
Radicals already are talking of 
Anding a place in the 
cabinet 
for 
Caillaux, who was recognised beyond 
a question as the moat brilliant fi­ 
nance minister in the history of the 
French republic. 
To the surprise of some of his po­ 
litical friends, KxPremier Poincare 
Intervened for 
Ex-Premier 
Mal?/, 
whose amnesty was granted by a vote 
of 196 to 62. 
Hts exile had already 
been ended and the senate’s action 
made amnesty formal and complete. 
Many of Mulvy’s political oppo­ 
nents Joined Poincare In declaring 
they knew of no evidence of his be­ 
ing guilty.

fore it was checked early today. 
In the biting cold of early m orn­ 
ing the city’s entire fire fighting 
force, augmented by volunteer buck­ 
et brigades on the roofs, had saved 
the situation but only after $750,000 
worth of damage had been caused 
and six persons overcome or injured. 
The dead man is James Bennett, 
80, New' York City. 
Seriously 
injured:

Flick, South Frock, Pa. 
Five hundred guests at the two 
hotels, many in scanty attire, fled 
to safety through smoke-filled co r­ 
ridors. 
So rapidly did tile flames, 
which were discovered in the Both- 
well shortly after 9 p. rn., gain head­ 
way that by the time the firemen a r­ 
rived some of the guests were tra p ­ 
ped on upper stories and had to be 
taken down ladders. 
The hotels de­ 
stroyed were the Both well and the 
Senator, on Virginia avenue adjoin­ 
ing the boardwalk. 
The loss here 
was $600,000, according to

J. 
Collins, who operates them. 
James Bennett was among those 
whose escape was cut off. 
He tried 
to climb out on a cornice and fell. 
Firemen climbed to where he lay 
helpless and carried him out in a 
blanket just as the

passion, 
the 
French senate by raising Its hands 
today voted article 2 of the amnesty 
bill, which carries amnesty and re­ 
storation of civil rights for Ex-Pre­ 
mier Joseph Caillaux. 
Only about half the senators were 
present and the galleries occupied 
only by a handful of newspaper men 
as the final chapter of the famous 
case was written. 
Fully two-thirds of those present 
today were members of the senate 
which condemned Caillaux to exile 
for his dealings with the enemy. 
The French chamber 
previously 
had voted amnesty 
to 
the 
exiled 
statesman, so that 
today’s 
action 
was a foregone conclusion and many 
senators voted by proxy. 
After final approval by President 
Doumergue, Caillaux will be permit­ 
ted to return to Paris 
and 
other 
large cities and fortress towns from 
which he is at present exiled. 
Radicals already are talking of 
Anding a place in the 
cabinet 
for 
Caillaux, who was recognised beyond 
a question as the most brilliant fi­ 
nance minister in the history of the 
French republic. 
To the surprise of some of his po­ 
litical friends, ExPremier Poincare 
intervened for 
Ex-Premier 
Malvy, 
whose amnesty was granted by a vote 
of 195 to 62. 
His exile had already 
been ended and the senate's action 
made amnesty formal and complete. 
Many of Malvy’s political oppo­ 
nent* joined Poincare in declaring 
they knew of no evidence of his be­ 
ing guilty.

UA EE A T O H AN H O PE H I, 


ONE hundred and seven years and a few months ago Albert 
Gallatin, then our minister to France, optimistically declared: 
"I 
fully expect to be housed in a legation owned by my government, 
within a year.” 
Gallatin may have been over-optimistic, but he 
was a man of vision, nevertheless. 
A century has rolled on, but 
the trick has been turned at last, and we now' have a very credit­ 
able embassy in Paris, at No. 2 Avenue d’Jena, formerly the resi­ 
dence of President Grevy. 
Benjamin L. Fairchild, Republican 
congressman-elect cf New York and Myron Herrick, our ambassa­ 
dor to France, recently returned to this country on vacation, were 
largely instrumental in bringing about the happy result. 
Soon after the election of President Harding in 1920, some 
agitation was aroused in the press of the country for the purchase 
by the U. S. Government of embassies, legations, and eonsulate 
buildings abroad. 
It was pointed out that the time was exceed­ 
ingly appropriate for such action inasmuch as the American dol­ 
lar was enjoying the highest purchasing power it had ever known 
abroad, or might ever know again. On March 2, 1921, Congress 
appropriated $150,000 under the provisions of the so-called I>ow- 
den Act of H ill, and the ambassador at Paris was instructed to 
report on available and appropriate houses for sale in Paris. 
He 
could find none that came within the limit of appropriation as the 
exchange was at that time. 
Mr. Fairchild went abroad in the 
summer of 1922, and when he found out what the .situation was 
he came back insistent on a remedy. He introduced a bill author­ 
izing the expenditure of $800,000 for the Paris Embassy, which 
passed March 4, 1928. 
This was an authorisation, however, not 
an appropriation, which came much later. 
Mr. Herrick was authorized to secure an option in dollars on 
the Grevy residence, but the owners wanted one in/runes, which 
the Ambassador took on his own responsibility, for one month. 
Congress did ni t reach the appropriation bill, the option was about 
to expire, and the franc was falling until it reached 27 to the 
dollar. 
Then Herrick, on his own responsibility, lx>ught francs 
with his own money, and purchased the house on his ow n account, 
however, giving the owners an oiler of release from the option, 
which they refused t/o accept. 
Herrick then cabled, “ I shall hold 
this property for the Government at cost price.*' 
On April 2. 1924, the appropriation passed Congress, and on 
April ll the title to the Grevy mansion passed to the United 
States. 
Meantime tin* franc had largely recovered, so that the 
saving to this Government by Mr. Herrick’s action was $118,000. 
The report on the house says while it “is in no sense palatial, it 
is amply large for most occasions and entirely appropriate as a 
residence for the American Ambassador.** 
Of the forty-odd countries to which we send chiefs of mis­ 
sions. not more than hall a dozen see Old Glory flying over an 
American-owned diplomatic residence, and practically all our 
consulates are rented. 
This is a handicap to efficiency, for one 
thing. 
For another, it is an expensive proposition. 
The State Department budget calls tor the expenditure of. 
nearly half a million dollars a year on account of rent. heat, light, 
repairs, etc., for our diplomatic residences. 
Over $100,OOO is for 
rent alone, or the interest on $8,000,000 at "> per cent. 
That would 
furnish about 25 residences of the Paris type, and less than $25,- 
000,000 would equip our foreign representatives, from the Argen­ 
tine Ambassador to Hit* V. C. at Venezuela with a “local habita­ 
tion” as well as a name.

GALLATIN WAS HOPEFUL 


One hundred and seven years and a few months ago Albert 
Gallatin, then our minister to France, optimistically declared: “I 
fully expect to be housed in a legation owned by my government, 
within a year.” Gallatin may have been over-optimistic, but he 
was a man of vision, nevertheless. A century has rolled on, but 
the trick has been turned at last, and we now have a very credit­ 
able embassy in Paris, at No. 2 Avenue d’Jena, formerly the resi­ 
dence of President Grevy. 
Benjamin L. Fairchild, Republican 
congressman-elect of New York and Myron Herrick, our ambassa­ 
dor to France, recently returned to this country on vacation, were 
largely instrumental in bringing about the happy result. 
Soon after the election of President Harding in 1920, some 
agitation was aroused in the press of the country for the purchase 
by the U. S. Government of embassies, legations, and consulate 
buildings abroad. 
It was pointed out that the time was exceed 
ingly appropriate for such action inasmuch as the American dol­ 
lar was enjoying the highest purchasing power it had ever known 
abroad, or might ever know again. On March 2, 1921, Congress 
appropriated $150,000 under the provisions of the so-called Low­ 
den Act of 1911, and the ambassador at Paris was instructed to 
report on available and appropriate houses for sale in Paris. He 
could find none that came within the limit of appropriation as the 
exchange was at that time. 
Mr. Fairchild went abroad in the 
summer of 1922, and when he found out what the situation was 
he came back insistent on a remedy. He introduced a bill author 
izing the expenditure of $800,000 for the Paris Embassy, which 
passed March 4, 1923. This was an authorization, however, not 
an appropriation, which came much later. 
Mr. Herrick was authorized to secure an option in dollars on 
the Grevy residence, but the owners wanted one in .francs, which 
the Ambassador took on his own responsibility, for one month. 
Congress did net reach the appropriation bill, the option was about 
to expire, and the franc was falling until it reached 27 to the 
dollar. 
Then Herrick, on his own responsibility, bought francs 
with his own money, and purchased the house on his own account, 
however, giving the owners an offer of release from the option, 
which they refused to accept. Herrick then cabled, “I shall hold 
this property for the Government at cost price.” 
On April 2. 1924, the appropriation passed Congress, and on 
April l l the title to the Grevy mansion passed to the United 
States. 
Meantime the franc had largely recovered, so that the 
saving to this Government by Mr. Herrick’s action was $118,000. 
The report on the house says while it “is in no sense palatial, it 
is amply large for most occasions and entirely appropriate as a 
residence for the American Ambassador.” 
Of the forty-odd countries to which we send chiefs of mis­ 
sions, not more than half a dozen see Old Glory flying over an 
American-owned diplomatic residence, and practically all our 
consulates are rented. 
This is a handicap to efficiency, for one 
thing. For another, it is an expensive proposition. 
The State department budget calls for the expenditure of, 
nearly half a million dollars a year o,n account of rent, heat, light, 
repairs, etc., for our diplomatic residences. Over $400,000 is for 
rent alone, or the interest on $8,000,000 at 5 per cent. That would 
furnish about 25 residences of the Paris type, and less than $25,- 
000,000 would equip oui- foreign representatives, from the Argen­ 
tine Ambassador to the V. C. at Venezuela with a “local habita­ 
tion” as well as a name.

Southern teams and Middlewest.ern teams learned the rudiments of foot­ 
ball by watching and playing against Eastern teams and they went home and 
so improved on the lessons acquired that the East is almost in back, water 
now. 
Notre Dame is the greatest drawing card in the country and for that 
reason Notre Dame would be welcomed on most any Eastern schedule. 
The 
idea of a “drawing card ” suggests commercialism, but Hie term in til in c a s e 
cannot bo applied with its ordinary association. 
Football managers want 
big gates not for personal profit but to raise the funds for the promotion and 
encouragement of many other sports for which football has to carry the 
financial load and furnish the money. 
It seems quite certain that Notre Dame will he on the Pennsylvania 
schedule next year because Pennsylvania is willing to play in South Pend 
in 1926 and Kinde Rorkne, the guiding genius of Notre Dame football, wants 
home-and-home arrangements in the future. 
Princeton may not he able to take a Notre Dame game next year and it 
is doubtful if Flock ne could find a place on the schedule for Princeton if the 
Pennsylvania game is scheduled. 
Princeton would like to arrange a game 
wth Dartmouth and that would make it necessary for Princeton to take Notre 
Dame too early in the season for Princeton’s comfort or too c l o s e to the 
“ Dig Three” games for good judgment. 
Notre Dame has linen able to arrange three Eastern games in the past 
few’ years because Carnegie Tech was willing to take a d a t e at the tail-end 
of the schedule. 
Princeton wouldn’t take a date after lier two “ Pig T h re e ” 
games, and Hie peculiar arrangement of the “ Pig T h re e” schedule always 
forces Princeton to end the season a week before Harvard and Yale.
